Photography  is  a four-year  program  at  South.  Here,  you  learn  how 
to  use  a 35mm  film  camera  to  shoot,  develop,  and  print  your  own 
black  and  white  pictures.  Though  this  class  can  be  difficult,  stressful, 
and  very  time-consuming  , the  end  results  are  always  rewarding.  As  a 
firstyear  student,  you  learn  the  basics  of  using  your  camera,  and  learn 
to  experiment  with  artistic  techniques  such  as  motion  and  depth  of 
field.  As  you  progress  though  the  four  years  of  photo,  projects  begin 
to  start  focusing  on  more  difficult  techniques  as  a way  to  expand  your 
creatitivy  as  a photograper.  Higher  year  students  learn  about  multiple 
exposure,  printing  using  different  media,  etc.  Photo  is  an  excellent  pro- 
gram, and  all  the  people  are  amazing.  Developing  and  change-bagging 
may  seem  completely  impossible  at  first,  but  with  practice,  you'll  get 
the  hang  of  it  in  no  time.  Though  at  first,  the  photo  room  might  seem 
intimidating  with  all  the  photokids  packed  inside,  it  really  is  a fun  and 
exciting  environment.

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If  I had  to  choose  one  thing  I am  most  thankful  for 
after  being  in  Newton  South  High  School  for  four  years,  it 
would  be  joining  the  chorus.

Somners,  chorus  is  the  biggest  elective  offered  in  Newton  South 
with  more  than  120  kids  involved.
